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WHEREAS,  It  is  to  the  immediate  benefit  of  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  that  all  possible  facilities  for  transport 
of  air  passengers,  air  mail  and  air  express  be  maintained;

WHEREAS,  Transcontinental  and  We stern  Air,  Inc.  has 
made  application  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
for  permission  to  operate  an  air  transport  route  between 
San  Francisco,  Winslow,  Arizona  and  mid-western  and 
eastern  points  not  now  served  by  air  transport  lines. 

THEREFOR? ,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  hereby  endorses  the  application  of 
Transcontinental  and  Western  Air,  Inc.  to  inaugurate  and

 RESOLUTION  NO,  1594  


RESOLVED,  That  the  claim  of  John  A.  Michelson  and  Lena 
Michel son,  for  damages  to, their  home  at  No.  625  Poerster  Street, 
San  Francisco,  California,  be  approved  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  for  payment  in  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00) 
Dollars;. and  further  that  the  Hon.  John  J.  0?Toole,  City 
Attorney,  shall  be  authorized  and  shall  have  full  power  to  act 
for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  effecting  a  settlement 
with  the  claimants  in  said  sum  of  $1,000.00  without  further 
reference  to  this  Commission.

Commissioner  Byington  voted  no,  and  in  explanation  of  his 
vote  stated:  "Under  the  facts  presented,  the  City  of  San  Fran-. 
Cisco  was  in  no  way  liable  for  damage  to  Mr.  Mickelson?s  house, 
and  the  City  engineers  so  reported.  Excavations  for  the  house 
were  made  to  considerable  depth  into  the  shifting  earth  of  a 
steep  hillside  and  when  owners  of  adjoining  lots  excavated  into 
the  same  hillside  Mickelson  stated,  in  a  written  communication 
to  said  owners,  that  the  excavation  endangered  his  house  and  he 
would  hold  them  liable  for  not  bulkheading  to  keep  the  earth

from  sliding.    During  previous  winter  rains,  the  earth  did 
slide -down  from  the  hill  and.  cover  the  sidewalk;  and  a  small 
house,  on  adjoining  property,  moved  ten  feet  from  its  founda- 
tions.   Very  heavy  rains  fell  for  4  days  preceding  the  land- 
slide, which  damaged  Mickelson?s  property..  A  2-inch  City 
water  pipe  broke,  caused,  engineers  report,  by  the  slide.  The 
evidence  is  that  the  pipe  was  broken  by  an  exterior  force  and  ; 
not  from  defects  in  the  pipe.    Two  such  breaks  were  quickly 
repaired  by  the  Water  Department  and  no  negligence  on    the  part 
of  the  City  was  claimed  or  shown.    A  party  stated  that  on  the. 
days  of  the  rainfall  he  heard  what  sounded  like  running  water, 
but  no  connection  of  the  sound  with  a  broken  water  main  has 
been  shown.    The  water  main  was  approximately  75  feet  to  the 
North  of  MLckelson?s. house  and  beyond  the  excavation  made  by 
adjoining  lot  owners,  while  the  slide  that  damaged  the  house 
undoubtedly  came  from  the  rain-soaked  hill  to  the  West  thereof, 
moving  the  house  from  its  foundations  and  7  feet  in  an  Easterly 
direction.    Ten  other  extensive  landslides  were  reported  in 
the  City  about  this  time.    Engineers  of  the  Water  Department 
and  others,  who  were  at  the  scene  of  the  slide,  stated  that 
during  the  heavy  rains  water  was  pouring  from  the  hillside,, 
above  and  below  the  water  main.    From  all  the  reports  filed, 
no  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  City  or  its  employees  was, 
in  any  way,  shown. ^ 

Commissioner  4Jb  Callum-said  that  he  voted  no  for  the  reasons 
stated  by  Mr.  Byington. 

In  explanation  of  his  vote  Commissioner  J.  P.  Murphy  stated: 
f?I  have  very  carefully  gone  over  the  file  in  this  matter  and. 
several  times  have, been  out  to  the  premises  in  order  to  gain, 
so  far  as  possible,  first  hand  knowledge  of  what  actually 
occurred.    From  the  file  and  from  my  own  observations,  I  feel 
confident  that  the  leak  in  the  water  main  was  a  large  contri- 
buting factor  to  the  earth  slide  which  damaged  the  Mickelson 
house . 

There  is  no  doubt  that  there. was  a  leak  in  the  two-inch 
main  above  the  Mickelson  property,  and  the  statements  of  wit- 
nesses, both  those  interviewed  by  our  inspectors,  and  in 
affidavits  submitted  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Mickelson,  appear  to  me 
to  show  that  this  break  occured  several. days  before  the  actual 
slide  took  place.    In  fact,  Mr.  Tillery,  one  of  the  neighbors, 
states  that  early  in  January  of  this  year,  he  notic  ed  a  move- 
ment of  the  earth  and  that  the  small  tool  house  was  gradually 
moving  away  from  its  original  location. 

Mr.  Lee  Crouch  made  the  statement  that  he  noticed  water 
seeping  out  of  the  hole  some  time  before  the  slide,  which  bears 
out  Mr.  Michelson?s  contention. 

I  noticed  that  in  the  affidavit  of  An  tone  Nelson  he  says 
that  for  a  couple  of  days  prior  to  thesLide  he  heared  water 
running  near  his  house,  that  he  could  see  no  surface  water  that 
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would  make  this  running  noise,  and,  further,  that  the  ground 
was  sinking  and  was  considerably  wetter  at  the  spot  where  the 
break  in  the  pipe  occurred.    He  then  states  that  it  was  so  wet 
it  was  necessary  to  place  a  board  across  one  spot  in  order  to 
walk  across . 

Mr.  Condon,  another  neighbor,  states  that  he  first 
noticed  what  afterwards  turned  out  to  be  the  break  in  the  pipe 
four  or  five  days  before  the  actual  slide. 

In  the  report  of  Mr.  He  Afoe,  dated  September  30,  1936 9 
appears  the  significant  statement  that  if  a  leakage  in  the. 
pipeline  continued  from  three  to  five  days,  in  his  opinion,  it 
would  be  a  contributing  factor  in  causing  the  slide,  and  that 
excavations  of  themselves  would  not  cause  a  slide,  such  as !" 
oc cured  here . 

I  believe,  with  Superintendant  Pracy,  that  it  is  advisable 
to  place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Attorney  in  an 
endeavor  to  make  a  settlement  with  the  Ml eke 1 sons.    There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  Mickelson  property  has  been  materially 
damaged,  and  I  do  not  feel  that  they  should  be  penalized  for 
something  that  quite  conceivably  could  have  been  caused  by  a 
defect  -  in- the  City?s  water  main.    Mr.  Mickelson7 s  claim  is  for 
$2,000.00.    If  the  matter  goes  before  a  jury,  there  is  no  tell- 
ing what  effect  the  evidence  produced  by  the  Mickelsons  would 
have  on  the  minds  of  the. jurors.    Sympathy,  I  believe,  would 
undoubtedly  be  with  them,  and  if  this  matter  can  be  settled  for 
around  $1,500.00  it  might  mean  a  saving  to  the  City  of  $1,000.00 
or  more . 

It  is  quite  possible  that  if  the  case  went  before  a  jury 
the  claimants  would  secure  all  they  are  asking  for.    I  feel 
it  is  our  duty  to  the  taxpayers  to  endeavor  to  settle  the 
matter  and  effect  a  saving.    I  am  convinced  in  my  mind  that  it 
was  the  water  pipe  that  caused  the  damage .n 

In  explanation  of  his  vote  Commissioner  John  P.  Mc  Laughlin 
stated:    "I  am  taking  Utilities  Engineer  Mc  Af.ee  ?s  report  on 
the  matter,  that  the  broken  pipe  may  have. been  a  contributing 
factor  to  the  slide,  and,  for  that  reason,  I  am  in  favor  of  the 
compromise"-.

Commissioner  Byington  filed  with  the  Secretary  the  follow- 
ing explanation  of  his  v#te  and  requested  that  the  same  be  re- 
corded in  the  minutes  of  this  meeting: 

f?In  the  interest  of  economy  and  the. public  welfare  when 
different  materials  can  be,  or  have  been,  used  in  the  construct- 
ion of  water  conduits,  reservoirs,  or  other  structures,  by  means 
of  which  public  utilities  have  been  operated,  and  such  materials 
have  been  proven  to  be  adapted  to  the  purposes  mentioned,  the 
widest  competition  should  be  allowed  in  securing  bids;  and  in 
the  award  made  consideration  should  be  given -to  cost,  durabili- 
ty and  adaptability  to  the  required -purposes.  In  this  way  the 
City  realizes  a  substantial  benefit.  Experience  has  shown  that 
structural  redwood  lumber  and  other  materials  are  safe, durable 
and  economical  in  the  construction  of  reservoirs.  Their  use  has 
been  approved  by  engineers  of  the  highest  ability  and  they  have 
been  used  in  most  of  our  large  cities.  Our  commission  has  here- 
tofore voted  to  invite  bids  calling  for  bids  on  redwood  lumber 
and  on  concrete  construction  of  reservoirs.  We  believe  that 
course  should  have  been  adhered  to,  and  we  further  believe  that 
the  bids  which  have  been  received  in  connection  with  the. cover- 
ing of  the  University  Mound  Reservoir  should  be  rejected, that 
further  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  question  of  ma- 
terials to  be  used,  and, we  believe  that  by  so  doing  the  City 
will  save  at  least  $100,000  in  construction  cost".

Y/HEREAS,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  having  investi- 
gated the  possibility  of  increasing  water  sales  above  those 
normally  expected  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  reduction  in  water 
rates  for  large  commercial,  industrial,  and  general  users  of 
water  will  develop  increased  sales  of  water  and  increase  the 
revenues  of  the  Water  Department  by  attracting  large  indus-

Commission,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  appropriation  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  does  here- 
by approve  a  proposed  amendment  to  Section  129  of  the  Charter 
of  San  Francisco  in  substitution  for  the  entire  present 
section  in  said  charter,  said  proposed  amendment  to  read  in 
words  and  figures  as  follows ;to-wit: 

SECTION  129.    The  accumulated  surpluses  of  each 
utility  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  to 
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the  credit  of  the  Surplus  Fund  of  each  said  utility 
and  may  be  used  only  for  the  purposes  of  each  said 
utility  as  enumerated  in  Section  127  of  this  Charter 
and  in  addition  thereto  for  the  emergency  purposes 
of  each  said  utility  as  specified  in  Section  16  of 
this  Charter;  provided,  however,  that  such  surpluses 
may  be  transferred  to  other  uses  than  those  speci- 
fied herein  upon  recommendation  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  approval  by  the-I^ayor  and  appropriation 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ♦    Where  such  transfer 
of  surplus  funds  of  any  utility  to  other  use  is 
recommended,  approved  and  the  funds  appropriated 
as  provided  herein,  the  provisions  of  Section  74 
and  77  of  this  charter  shall  not  be  effective.

WHEREAS ,  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  of  the 
opinion  that  Section  128  of  the  Charter  relating  to  utility  de- 
preciation funds  should  be  amended  to  provide  for  the  re- 
construction and  replacements  due  to  physical  and  functional 
depreciation  of  each  utility  and  for  the  redemption  of  such 
amount  of  bonds  issued  for  the  construction  of  such  utility 
as  may  be  determined  by  the    Public  Utilities  Commission  to  be 
chargeable  to  said  depreciation  fund,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  does  here- 
by approve  a  proposed  amendment  to  Section  128  of  the  Charter 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  so  that  said  Section 
128  shall  read  in  words  and  figures  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Section  128.    For  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for 
reconstruction  and  replacements  due  to  physical  and 
functional  depreciation  of  each  of. the  utilities  under 
the  jurisidption  of  the  commission,  the  commission 
must  create  and  maintain  a. depreciation  reserve 
fund  for  each  such  utility,  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  this  section,  and  in  accordance 
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with  an  established  practice  for  utilities  of 
similar  character.    The  commission,  on  the  basis 
of  an  appraisal  of  the  estimated  life  and  the  then 
current  depreciated  value  of  the  several  classes  of 
property  in  each  utility,  shall  determine  the 
amount  of  reasonable  annual  depreciation  of  such 
utility,  which  shall  be  the  amount  necessary  to  ap- 
propriate annually  to  provide  for  said  reconstruction 
and  replacement.    At  least  every  five  years,  there- 
after, the  commission  shall  cause  an  examination 
to  be  made  of  the  depreciation  reserve  funds  of  each 
such  utility  and  the  reconstruction  and. replacement 
expenditures  therefrom.    The  commission,  at  the  same 
time  shall  make  an  appraisal  or  may  revise  the  last 
preceding  appraisal  of  the  value  and  probable  useful 
life  of  each  of  the  several  classes  of  property  of 
each  utility  and  shall,  on  the  basis  of  said  ap- 
praisal redetermine  the  amount  of  the  reasonable • 
annual  depreciation  requirements  of  each  utility. 
The  commission  shall  pay  monthly  in  cash  into  each 
such  depreciation  fund  one-twelth  of  the  annual 
amount  estimated  on  the  basis  herein  provided  as 
necessary  to  meet  said  depreciation,  and  each  such 
depreciation  fund  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose 
than  reconstruction  and  replacements  due  to  physical 
and  functional  depreciation  of  such  utility  and  for 
redemption  of  such  amounts  of  bonds  issued  for  the 
construction  of  such  utility  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  be  chargeable  to 
said  depreciation  fund.    Pending  the  appraisement  of 
properties  as  herein  provided,  there  shall  be  paid 
each  month  one-twelfth  of  the  annual  amount  estimated 
as  necessary  to  provide  for  reconstruction  and  re- 
placements on  the  basis  of  the  past  experience  of 
each  utility.
